EXCHANGE ESTIMATES ORANGE 


CROP AT 20,000 CARLOADS 


In 
the 
last 
issue 
of 
The 
Hunkist 
Courier there was printed a " g u e s s " 
on the probable amount of fruit which 
is 
likely 
to be 
chipped 
through 
the 
Exchange 
during 
the 
year 
beginning 
Beptember 1, 1917. 
.Since that time the 
Los Angeles office has received no re­ 
ports bearing on the damage from this 
Hummer's heat wave which would war­ 
rant 
a 
change in 
the 
" g u e s s " 
that 
Exchange shipments would amount to a 
little over half of this year's bumper 
crops and about two-thirds the volume 
<jf other recent years. 
On this basis 
the volume for the next Exchange fiscal 
year would amount to :i minimum 
of 
20,000 carloads or 8,000,000 boxes. 


It is, of course, impossible, at 
this 


lime, to secure from shippers an accu­ 
rate estimate 
of the probable volume j traveling, 
postage 


of their crops. 
However, it. has been 


possible to secure their 
opinion as to 


what 
will be the minimum 
percentage 


of their normal crops and to apply these 
percentages to the usual shipments from 
each locality and thus arrive at a tenta­ 
tive figure which will serve as a basis 
for adjusting plans, forces and expenses 
for next year.

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MASONIC PIONEER 
IN FINAL DEGREE 


•Jacob Brunjes Passed Into Beyond Af­ 
ter Life of Sturdy Citizenship in 
San Gabriel Valley—Was Worship­ 
ful Blaster of Earliest Masonic Lodg­ 
es Here, and Rancher and County Offi­ 
cial—Crowded Church Honors Him. 


Aa attack of apoplexy, which was 
almost entirely unexpected by members 
of his family, eaused the death sudden­ 
ly on Sunday afternoon, August 20, at 
3:45 o'clock, of Jacob Brunjes, one of 
the earliest of American pioneers in 
the San Gabriel valley. 
He was 72 
years old. 


Mr. Brunjes came to California by 
way of the IsthmuB in 18(57, and settled 
for three years in Los Angeles, moving 
from there to El Monte and Azusa and 
.finally to the orange ranch on Azusa 
avenue, near Covina. Ho lived in this 
valley for about thirty years, during 
•which time ho took a very important 
part in the citrus industry, and in coun­ 
ty affairs. 


He was a native of Brenian, Germany, 
coming to New York at the instigation 
•of an uncle in New York city at the 
ago of 17 years. 
He very early saw 
the practical advantages of joining tho 
•westward 
movement, 
and being 
a 
shrewd judge of agricultural country, 
eventually made his home in the San 
•Gabriel valley, which at that time was 
largely a plain of cactus and sage brush 
-with a few ranches scattered here and 
there. Mr. Brunjes always foresaw the 
possibilities of the valley, and became 
one of the staunchest upbuilders, al­ 
though always a man of quiet disposi­ 
tion. His fellow-ronchers early learned 
of his solid worth and integrity. He held 
the position of road overseer in the 
-valley for many years, laying out many 
of the roads of the valley. 


While in El Monte he was identified 
with the early history of Lexington 
Lodge, F. & A. M., which is the parent 
lodge of all Masonry in the valley. He 
became a charter member and first wor­ 
shipful master of Azusa lodge, assist­ 
i n g very materially in the building up 
of 
that 
organization. 
When Covina 
lodge was instituted, he changed his 
affiliations to the new organization, and 
became one of the first masters here. 
He was known everywhere in Masonic 
circles as one of the strong and valuable 
members of the organization. 


The funeral was held on Tuesday af­ 
ternoon at-2:30 o'clock in Holy Trinity 


Episcopal church at Covina, of which 
he was an attondant, and was attended 
by an overflowing delegation of friends 
from Azusa and Covina Masonic lodgeB 
and the Order of the Eastern Star in 
both towns. 
The services were con­ 
ducted by Rev. C. T. Murphy and vest­ 
ed choir. Tho church seating capacity 
was entirely taken up. The chancel 
was banked Tvith exceptionally beauti­ 
ful floral pieces, contributed by friends 
and organizations as a last tribute to 
one of the most straightforward and 
staunchest of the citizens of the valley. 
The pall-bearers were fellow-pioneers, 
including T. F. Griswold, Charles Lee, 
J. H. Coottnan, W. T. Barker, George 
B. Scofield and E. P. Warner. 


At the grave in Oakdale cemetery, be­ 
sides tho church service, the Masonic 
ritual for the dead was carried o,ut by 
his follow lodge-members, l e d by Post- 
Master Malcom J. McCarthy. 
Funeral 
under the direction of W. Q. Custer. 


Besides the widow, who resides at 
the ranch, he is survived by four chil­ 
dren, being John Brunjes, manager of 
the Glendora Citrus Association; Mrs. 
William Hoogendyk, wife of the mana­ 
ger of the Charter Oak Citrus Associa­ 
tion; Thomas Brunjes of t h e Covina 
firm 
of 
Hays & Brunjes; and Mrs. 
Charles Hassheider, wife of a Covina 
valley rancher.

anchor made preparations for some good 
sport the next day. 


The following morning Captain 
Mat­ 
t h e w s a n d the' writer started out in the 
power dory to fish around the rocks near 
t h e promontory, while our two guests 
und 
(leorge 
Michaelis 
went on shore 
with the small dory after game, prefer­ 
a b l y tiger und doves; probably 
mostly 
doves. 
T h e cook 
remained on board 
t h e Comfort, acting a s shipkeepcr ami 
crew. 
This 
mention is made 
because 
t h e cook figures r a t h e r prominently in 
t h e latter part of this tale 


After landing a number of good-sized 
fish the writer light-tackled a big shark, 
und ruined his best light rod in bringing 
t h e b r u t e to the side; of the boat 
after 
n fight of an hour a n d ten minutes. W e 
then 
decided 
that 
rooster 
fishing w a s 
a much 
better sport for light 
tackle, 
and 
began to cruise 
along t h e shore 
of tho b a y among the ocean

u n d with their assistance, after severul 
Jjours of hard work, we pulled the dory- 


had a hat, and while he felt glad to be 
still on earth, h e was hardly 
worth 
saving so far as appearance was con­ 
cerned. 
Water-soaked, and dizzy with 
fatigue, we wero so weak and torn out 
that lifting a mntch 
would have 
been 
a hardship for cither Captain M a t t h e w s 
or t h e writer. 
Tt was a little 
after 
midday, and a sun that created a hun­ 
dred a n d ten degrees temperature w a s 
beating down on our heads. 
Realizing 
our unfortunate condition, t h e Mexican 
boys invited us t o their palm leaf cov­ 
ered hut. 


" W e l c o m e , s e n o r s , " gravely 
said a 
little Mexican lady in Spanish, as she 
presented her hand to us ut t h e entrance 
of her humble 
home. 
There was no 
door. 
T h e h u t w a s nothing b u t a palm- 
leaf covered roof about ten by twelve 
feet square, supported b y upright posts 
planted in t h e ground.

thews and the Mexican boy joined the 
shore party, which had gone hunting in 
the morning. 
The cook, who was left 
alone on t h e Comfort, hearing shots on 
the beach and seeing the p a r t y headed 
by Captain Matthews and the Mexican 
boy, both 
with 
brigand-like 
headgear, 
thought 
they 
wero 
sure 
enough 
bri­ 
gands coining out to capture the Com­ 
fort. 
Hushing 
down to the w r i t e r ' s 
stateroom 
the cook 
secured a 
high- 
powered rifle und returned to the deck, 
determined to sell his life dearly. Dis 
cretion in this instance was the better 
part of valor. 
Flattening his stomach 
on the deck, and pointing the ritlo thru 
the space between the netting and the 
rail at the approaching party, the cook 
held his lire until he could make sure 
of his game.
